To preserve linoleum and to restore 
it to u new brightness, apply pure lin- 
f.e.-d oil to the surface aud rub it In 
thoroughly with old rags or waste. Af­ 
ter 24 hours have passed, to allow the 
oil to be absorbed completely, apply a 
coat of thin shellac, thinned with al­ 
cohol, to the linoleum, using un ordi­ 
nary paint brush. 
This will dry in a 
few hours and leave the linoleum with 
a clean, sanitary surface.
